.At tho request of the state depart­ 
ment, orders were issued at the navy 
department today for the dispatch of 
the U. S. S. Argonne with 400 marines, 
and two additional cruisers, the Mar­ 
blehead and the Cincinnati, tor "spe­ 
cial duty" in Nicaraguan waters. 
The disposition of these reinforce­ 
ments was left to Rear Admiral Ju­ 
lian Latimer, the American command­ 
er in charge, and they may bo need, 
it was stated, either on the Atlantic 
or Pacific coast of the country. The 
Sacasa Liberals control the Atlantic 
coast, while the Diaz government, with 
the aid of the American naval forces 
control the Pacific side. 
The dispatch of the additional cruis­ 
ers and personnel was ordered in the 
face of h threatened senate investiga­ 
tion of the administration’s Central 
American policy, and was attributed 
to the state depart’s belief that the 
160 marines now stationed at Mana­ 
gua, the Diaz capital, are ro t suffi­ 
cient to protect American and for­ 
eign Interests.

450 for street improvement, repair and 
maintanence in East Liverpool during 
1926, Auditor William McGraw said to­ 
day. Of this amount approximately 
$38,250 has been spent or will be paid 
out when all 1926 bills are settled, 
leaving a balance of $4,200.

1926, Auditor W illiam McGraw said to­ 
day. 
Of this am ount approximately 
$38,250 has been spent or will be paid 
out when all 1926 bills are settled, 
leaving a balance of $4,200.

The National Tube company, a subsidiary of the United 
States Steel corporation, is sufficiently convinced of its practicality 
to be spending several millions in installing it at Lorain. 
The cost is said to be only one third as much as by the old 
method. Less heat is required. Low glade coal can 1^ used in­ 
stead of expensive coke. 
If the Hornsey method proves as satisfactory as its owners 
and pushers think it is going to be, it will mean that most of the 
present blast furnaces will have to be scrapped. There will be 
far-reaching consequences in the steel industry all over the world, 
many of them impossible now to foresee. 
It is too soon yet to know whether all the imposing predic­ 
tions will come true, whether steel will become cheaper than wood, 
whether ore can be reduced at the mines, changing the whole 
lake shipping situation. 
But stranger and more unsettling things than this have hap­ 
pened in the century just past.

IN DEATH PLOTS 


S t a t e P o l i c e Make 
Sensational Raids in 
Follansbee. 


Nine men •were arrested in a series 
of raids last midnight at Follansbee 
by state and Brooke county officials 
who charge the prisoners with mem­ 
bership in an alleged society believed 
responsible for several murders in Ute 
tristate district, including the recent 
slaying of Dr. Dergo Delfino, who was 
found dead in his automobile near the 
tin mill town. 
Besides a dozen 
or 
more 
major 
crimea this society is credited with 
the driving out of the county of num­ 
erous men through intimidation. Va­ 
rious hold-ups reported to the police 
and numerous others which were nev­ 
er officially reported to the officials 
were 
committed by this society, ac­ 
cording to Brooke county officials. 
Officials Wednesday night, for rea­ 
sons they declared sufficient, declined 
to make public the names of the pris­ 
oners. 
They were 
lodged 
in 
the 
Brooke county jail at Wellsburg. 
The Follansbee raid was the result 
of a story told Prosecuting Attorney 
Wilkins by a “squealer” in the black­ 
band organization. Wilkins spent the 
entire day behind closed doors with 
this man and the information was giv­ 
en the official with the promise that 
his name would never be mentioned 
in connection with the case—knowing 
full well the fate that would be hts 
should it become known. 
Two of the "higher-ups” escaped the 
dragnet thrown 
out by the raiding 
squads. 
This society, according to Brooke 
county officials, is linked with 
the 
Steubenville underworld, which is no­ 
torious for its murders, robberies and 
other crimes. 
It is also 
connected 
with a similar organization at Avella, 
Pa. 
The raids were the most severe blow 
given the ‘‘blackband” organization in 
the tri-state district in many years. 
The raids were practically confined lo 
the Italian colony of Follansbee.

AUTOMOBILE OWNERS CONTRIBUTED $42,450 FOR STREET IMPROVEMENT, RFPAIR AND MAINTENANCE HERE DURING 1926 


Automobile owners contributed $42,- 
450 for street improvement, repair and 
m aintenance in E ast Liverpool during 
1926, A uditor William McOraw said to­ 
day. 
Of this am ount approxim ately 
$38,250 has been spent or will be paid 
out when all 1926 bills are settled, 
leaving a balance of $4,200. 
The m unicipality’s share of autom o­ 
bile licenses issued here was approx­ 
im ately $24,000, which goes into the 
street maintenance and repair fund, 
while app-oximately 118,450 was col­ 
lected In gasoline taxes. Money from 
licenses is apportioned by the county 
auditor's office while 
the 
gasoline 
taxes are disbursed by the state aud!- 
to. Settlements are made quarterly. 
The actual collections fr >m the sale 
of 1926 plates returned to East Liver­ 


pool were 118,731.47. 
In addition to 
this $5,442 84 was forwarded last Jan ­ 
uary, representing a final settlem ent 
on money collected from the sale of 
1925 tags. 
The balance in the street 
m aintenance and repair fund at tho 
beginning of 1926 
was a little more 
than $2,000 but owing to a debt of 
$ 10,800, caused by the im provem ent 
of M ulberry and Second streets, the 
actual deficit at the beginning of th© 
year was more than $8,000, city offi­ 
cials said. 
Pay for Resurfacing Jobs. 
The first apportionm ent of 1926 ie 
ceipts was used to meet the $10,000 
debt which council 
had 
authorized 
during the fall of 1925 to pay the con­ 
tractors tor the two resurfacing Jobs. 
A n ith er big drain was the $10,000 
appropriation for the grading of Dres­ 


den avenue to c onnect w ith the new 
Youngstown E ast Liverpool inter-coun 
ty highway. 
The balance was spent 
for street patching and other m ainten 
ance work. 
The $18,450, collected in gasoline 
taxes was used largely to m aintain th© 
street departm ent, according to Ber- 
vlce-Safety D irector J. W. Moore. Had 
it not been for this fund, the city 
would have been forced to lay off prac­ 
tically every street departm ent em ­ 
ploye a t the beginning of the year, 
Moore said.

A New Iron Age 


A new reduction process for iron ore has come in which bids 
fair to revolutionize the steel and iron business of the world. 
It is called the Hornsey process, from John H. Hornsey, metal­ 
lurgical engineer, formerly of New York, Mho h as been working 
out its details iii England. 
The National Tube company, a subsidiary of the United 
States Steel corporation, is sufficiently convinced of its practicality 
to be spending several millions in installing it at Lorain. 
The cost is said to be only one third as much as by the old 
method. Less heat is required. Low grade coal can 1^ used in­ 
stead of expensive coke. 
If the Hornsey method proves as satisfactory as its owners 
and pushers think it is going to be, it will mean that most of the 
present blast furnaces will have to be scrapped. There will be 
far-reaching consequences in the steel industry all over the world, 
many of them impossible now to foresee. 
It is too soon yet to know whether all the imposing predic­ 
tions will come true, whether steel will become cheaper than wood, 
whether ore can be reduced at the mines, changing the whole 
lake shipping situation. 
But stranger and more unsettling things than this have hap­ 
pened in the century just past. Scrapping old machinery never 
dismayed an American corporation if in place of it could be in­ 
stalled machinery and methods which would soon pay for them­ 
selves and for the apparent waste. If the people directly concerned 
know and understand the change that is coming and make them­ 
selves ready to accept it instead of fighting it, the change need 
not be disrupting.
